EARLY  FLOWERING  TULIPS 


Both  Single  and  Double  varieties  are  to  be  found  in  this  class,  and  they  flower 
during  the  first  half  of  May.  The  colors  are  bright  and  cheerful,  and  a  few  groups 
in  the  garden  add  a  touch  of  color  when  color  is  lacking  in  the  average  garden. 
They  are  also  adapted  for  early  flowering  in  pots  in  the  home  or  conservatory.

LATE  FLOWERING  TULIPS 


Flowering  Period,  Approximately  May  1  5th  to  30th 

These  include  the  classes  known  as  Darwin,  Ideal  Darwin,  Breeder, 
Cottage,  and  the  newer  Hybrid  Tulips.  The  amateur  gardener  need 
not  be  greatly  concerned  about  these  various  classes,  and  should  not 
be  prejudiced  for  or  against  any  one. 

In  the  selection  of  varieties  of  the  late-flowering  garden  Tulips, 
your  main  consideration  should  be  in  choosing  those  with  qualities 
which  particularly  appeal  to  you;  that  is,  coloring,  size  and  form  of 
flower,  length  of  stem,  etc.  No  one  class  has  a  monopoly  on  all  these 
good  qualities,  and  to  have  a  really  fine  assortment  of  color  it  is  ad¬ 
visable  to  make  a  selection  from  the  various  classes.

OUTDOOR  CULTURE  OF  DAFFODILS 


Daffodils  thrive  in  any  good  garden  soil,  preferably  deep  well- 
drained  loam.  Deep  preparation  of  the  soil  is  necessary,  and  old 
rotted  manure  or  compost  may  be  worked  in  16  to  18  inches  below 
the  surface,  so  as  not  to  come  in  direct  contact  with  the  bulbs,  tresh 
manure  should  never  be  used. 

Plant  in  the  early  fall,  September  and  October.  The  more  vigor- 
ous,  larger  varieties  may  be  planted  as  late  as  December,  but  earl} 
planting  is  best. 

In  medium  soils,  cover  the  bulbs  about  twice  their  depth,  and  a 
little  deeper  in  the  lighter  soils.  The  average  for  most  sorts  is  four  to 
five  inches  from  the  top  of  the  bulb.  Set  the  bulbs  at  a  uniform  depth, 
otherwise  they  may  flower  irregularly. 

NATURALIZING 

Daffodils  planted  in  clusters  in  the  foreground  of  shrubbery,  or 
sown  broadcast  through  woodlands,  along  hillsides,  or  in  meadows, 
and  planted  where  they  fall,  give  a  most  pleasing  natural  effect. 
They  will  increase  in  beauty  and  number  without  special  care,  and 
become  permanently  established.

DAFFODILS 
IN  POTS  OR  BOXES 

Daffodils  should  be  potted  in  October 
or  November  in  good  garden  soil. 

The  old  pots  should  be  washed  and 
allowed  to  dry  before  using.  New  pots 
should  be  soaked.  Provide  drainage  by 
placing  pieces  of  charcoal  or  fragments 
of  pots  over  the  drainage  hole. 

During  the  period  when  the  bulbs  are 
rooting,  they  should  be  kept  in  a  cool 
place — buried  in  a  sheltered  spot  in  the 
garden  —  placed  in  a  coldframe  with 
some  protection — or  placed  in  a  cool 
room  in  the  cellar  where  the  tempera¬ 
ture  is  under  45.  Keep  uniformly  moist— not 
wet — and  in  a  semi-dark  position. 

After  ten  or  twelve  weeks  they  may  be  re¬ 
moved  indoors  for  flowering.  Select  the  earliest 
varieties  first,  thus  extending  the  flowering 
season. 

Do  not  bring  them  into  a  warm  tempera¬ 
ture.  50  to  60  degrees  is  best  at  first.  Do 
not  give  any  bottom  heat.  Later  when  the 
flower  buds  are  well  advanced,  the  tempera¬ 
ture  may  be  increased  to  not  more  than  65 
degrees.

LILIES  are  among  the  most  beautiful  and  ornamental  flowers,  and 
easy  to  grow  in  average  garden  soil  where  good  drainage  is  provided. 
The  varieties  we  list  are  hardy  and  provide  a  succession  of  bloom 
throughout  the  season. 

PLEASE  NOTE  DELIVERY  DATES 

Some  varieties  are  not  available  until  late  in  the  season.  Prepare 
the  ground  for  these  and  cover  deeply  with  straw  or  other  mulch  to 
keep  the  frost  out  until  the  bulbs  arrive. 

PLANTING  TIME  FOR  LILY  BULBS 

Please  note  delivery  date  for  the  different  varieties,  which  depends 
upon  the  time  the  bulbs  mature.  If  you  wish  to  plant  the  late  arrivals 
in  the  fall,  cover  the  planting  area  with  hay,  straw,  etc.,  to  keep  the 
frost  out  until  planting  time.  Unless  you  are  prepared  to  care  for 
those  received  late,  we  suggest  that  you  buy  in  the  spring  at  which 
time  we  will  have  dormant  and  started  bulbs. 

AURATUM  PLATYPHYLLUM.  The  Golden  Banded  Lily  ,  of 
Japan.  One  of  the  finest  lilies  for  the  garden.  Delicate  ivory-white, 
spotted  chocolate  crimson,  with  a  broad  stripe  of  yellow  through 
the  center  of  the  petals.
